tho loop, stopping off at the park on 
the return. • 
At a point near the park 
twitch 
Mayor Dunn, who has frequently been 
employed as a motorman on tile road, 
took charge 
of the car. intending to 
pilot his party around tile loop. 
Miss 
Parkinson was sitting on the front 
seat on the extreme right 
end and 
next to her sat Mrs. Dunn. Tl^e regu­ 
lar motorman sat upon the stool with 
which every ear is provided, and was 
conversing with the ladies. 
Miss Parkinson, it is said, bantered 
tile mayor to “let it go.” 
or 
made 
some aitch remark, and. it is claimed, 
lie turned on more power 
than is 
generally used. 
The party, four in number, the con­ 
ductor being at the rear, chatted mer­ 
rily until the corner of Eleventh and 
Pan street was reached. 
It will probably never be 
known 
just how fast the ear was running, but 
those conversant with such matters

speed. 
Representatives of the com­ 
pany say it could not have been going 
fast, as Mayor Dunn stopped it within 
ten feet of the scene of the accident. 
As the ear struck the curve Miss 
Parkinson was thrown violently to the 
r><?lit and clear of the ear.

night—in a few days It will be a thing 
of the past. This action was the out­ 
come of the meeting of the board of 
health, which was called purposely to 
take definite action In the matter. 
At the last meeing of the board it 
will be remembered that a resolution 
was passed whereby the manager of 
the garbage plant was given 30 days’ 
time to make the necessary changes 
to comply with the conditions of his 
franchise. At that time It was con­ 
ceded that the plant w’as a positive 
nuisance, but in order to give the own­ 
ers a fair chance to alleviate the ob­ 
noxious conditions then existing the 
extension of time wras granted. 
Yesterday afternoon several of the 
members of the board of health paid 
a visit to the garbage furnace in order 
to satisfy 
themselves 
conclusively 
whether or not any effort had been 
made to bring 
about 
the 
needed 
change. Though the time limit 
had 
more than expired. It was found that 
many of the conditions pf the fran­ 
chise were being violated and It was 
decided to t a k e 
stringent measures 
to abolish the nuisance. 
The meeting w’as called to order 
last night 
with Mayor Davidson In 
the chair. 
The room 
was 
almost 
filled with interesting spectators and 
the 
first move made was the hear­ 
ing of complaints from

“Gentlemen,” said he, “you have all 
heard what these gentlemen have Just 
stated, and there is not the least doubt 
in my mind that they spoke the truth. 
To say the least, it must be terribly 
annoying to be exposed from day to 
day to the nauseating stench which I 
know too well Is prevalent in the vicin­ 
ity of the garbage 
plant, and I be­ 
lieve the time has come for this body 
to take action against the nuisance. 
‘‘Complaints by the score have been

report will he made at the next meet­ 
ing. 
The Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad 
presented a petition to council asking 
the town to sell the wharf rights to 
the company for $50. 
Some members 
conside r this amount too small for the 
privilege, and a committee consisting 
of Solicitor Wells and Engineer Leith 
were asked to define tile wharf lines 
at First. Second,

and

streets, and report at the next session. 
The company has been after wharf 
rights on these streets for some time 
A number of damage claims from 
property owners fronting on Lisbon 
street were presented, hut no action 
was taken, the m atter being deferred 
until the* next meeting.

Motormen Say They 
Will 
Observe 
Company Rules, Despite the 
New City Ordinance. 
The ordinance regulating the operat­ 
ing of street cars in Wellsville, as 
passed by the last meeting of con ne ii 
of-that city, is now' a law. and unless 
motormen stop at all streets and al­ 
leys for passengers

LONDON WORKING WOMEN. 


They Are Both Attractile and Well 
B red. 
'file prettiest, most graceful women 
in London are Its working girls. Their 
relined manner and low musical voice*. 
even though they misplace their b’s 
and say “lydy” when they mean lady. 
are a pleasant contrast to the voice 
ami manner of marly of the girls in 
their walk of life in the United States. 
The shopgirls are slender aud deb* ate 
looking, far too much so, and pale, as 
if they did not gft enough of red bleed 
making food. They do not, Thousands 
of them live largely on bread and tea. 
In a handsome lodging house in Which 
I was for a time the maid was a very 
pretty girl. 
Iu the morning she went 
about iu a neat cotton Wftsh Ureas do­ 
ing the rooms. 
In the afternoon she 
appeared in a black woolen dress, 
starched white apron and cuffs, with a 
tiny cap upon her dark hair. 
Yet she 
looked white and not strong, 
lier 
wages were 75 cents a week. 
It was 
regularly expected by her mistress that 
she would receive 25 cents a wtjek more 
in gratuities from the_ lodgers, and 
thus she clothed herself aud otherwise 
lived, heaven knows l>ow. 
0ne day 
she confided to me that she was going 
to leave the place, although her mis­ 
tress was fond of her. The reason w as 
she did not get enough to eat. 
Her 
food was bread aud tea. with a little 
oatmeal porridge in tile morning, year 
In aud year out. 
Sometimes on. Sun­ 
days and holidays she had a taste of 
meat and pudding, not tex* often or too 
much. 
To prove tile working women of Lon­ 
don are prettier than the ladies one has 
only to visit Hyde park In the season 
when the families of millionaire busi- 
uess men, of nobility—yea, of royalty 
itself -are out for an airing. 
They 
drive around aud around Hyde park on 
dress parade, a panorama of beautiful 
horses, clumsy though costly carriages 
and a set of women so plain that you 
think Providence was very kind to 
them in making them rich. If the Lou­ 
don shopgirls could change places with 
the carriage ladies, then the Hyde park 
dress parade would be worth seeing. 
The great army of wage earning wo­ 
men in London outside of domestic 
servants consists largely of shopgirls, 
t hone who in the United States eupho­ 
niously describe themselves as “sales­ 
ladies.” Many of the great English de­ 
partment stores have at the top of their 
establishment lodging rooms for the 
saleswomen, aud there on the premises 
they are kept and hoarded.

London is trailed across with a chain 
of restaurants established by various 
baking companies. These supply whole 
some and simple food and employ nice 
looking girl waiters. 
The sigu is dis­ 
play tnl, “No Fees Allowed.” 
At the 
pay desk, however, like a charity con­ 
tribution box, is a receptacle with a 
slot, aud above It is the inscription, 
“The Contents of This Box Are Equal­ 
ly Divided Among the Employees.” 
The patron of the shop is not exactly 
comfortable In his mind unless he con­ 
tributes something for the pale, grace­ 
ful girls, who are wretchedly' puld from 
the American standpoint. 
Girl stenographers are not very com­ 
mon, it not beiug thought that the frag­ 
ile feminine brain can compass the 
shorthand. 
Feminine hotel clerks and 
cashiers are, however, more frequent 
than in America, and there are thou­ 
sands of w’omen in the branch post- 
offices. 
The best fed looking and most a t­ 
tractive appearing of all the women 
workers of London are the nurses in 
their pretty uniforms. 
These consist 
of dress, cloak and bonnet all off the 
same piece—black, blue, brown or gray. 
The bonnet is a neat Imitation of a 
w idow’s cap, aud the veil, thrown back 
always, matches the color of the gown.

Motormen Say They 
W ill 
Observe 
Company Rules, Despite the 
New City Ordinance. 
The ordinance regulating the operat­ 
ing of street cars in Wellsville, as 
passed by the last meeting of council 
of-that city, is now a law7, and unless 
motormen stop at all streets and al­ 
leys for passengers 
when 
signaled

Irons should uot be allowed to be­ 
come redbot, as they will never retain 
the heat properly afterward.

Linen may be made beautifully white 
by the use of a little refined borax in 
the water instead of using a washing 
fluid. 
Wash fabrics that are inclined to 
fade should lie soaked and rinsed in 
very salt water, to set the color, before 
washing In the suds. 
Silken fabrics, especially white silk 
handkerchiefs, should not be damp­ 
ened. but ironed with a moderately 
warm iron when taken from the line.

Rate Long .of Sixth Street, informing 
her of the death in Liverpool, Eng­ 
land, two weeks ago of her step son, 
Dr. A. L. Long. 
Dr. Long was a 
graduate of 
the 
college 
at 
Meadville, Pa., 
and 
in 
1857 went to the mission field in Bel­ 
gium, accompanied by his wife. They 
remained in that work for IO years, at 
the 
end of which time Dr. I.ong had 
attracted so much attention by his su­ 
perior attainm ents as an educator that 
he 
was removed to Roberts college. 
at Constantinople, where he has had 
charge 
of the department of natural 
science ever since. 
The gentleman 
was so engrossed 
his work that 
he failed to m ake note that his health 
was failing and several months ago 
his physicians advised 
a 
prolonged 
rest as the only hope for his recov­ 
ery, Arrangements were at once made 
for a trip to America, the physicians 
declaring the benefits of an ocean voy­ 
age would fie of incalculable benefit. 
It appears that the step was taken 
too late. as. by the- time Dr. I.ong and 
his Wife 
and daughter reached 
Al 
giers the gentleman was much worse, 
and it was feared he could not sur­

He sank rapidly and
